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MOTORISTS BUILD 
THE ROADS 


Motor car owners of Alberta 
contributed the huge sum of 
approximately $49,600,000 by way 
of special taxation between Janu- 
ary Ist, 1922 and March 3ist, 1939 
Adding to that sum prospective 
receipts from gas taxes and motor 
licenses for the current year, it is 
believed that the total is sufficient 
to cover the entire expenditure by 
the provincial government over 
the years mentioned. This ex 
penditure includes construction of 
highways, ferries and bridges, to- 
gether with the expenses of depart- 
mental administration and main- 
tenance, also interest on the money 
at five per cent per annum. 

The motor car owners of Alberta 
have thus actually built the high- 
way systems out of their own 
pockets during the years 1922 to 
1940, inclusive. 

Mr. A. W. Maguire, president 
of the Calgary branch of the Al. 
berta M ot or Association, gave 
this information to the publie in 
the course of an interview in which 
he voiced the opinion that ali 
money received from gasoline 
taxes and motor licenses should be 
earmarked for the exclusive pur- 
pose of highway building and 
maintaining.

The World 
of Wheat 


Ry H. G.L. Strange 


The Dominion Government will 
soon be considering its wheat pol- 
icy for this coming crop. What 
should the Governinent do? My 
own personal opinion is that the 
government shouid purchase the 
entire wheat c whatever it 
might be. 

There will bea sale in Canada 
and abroad for about 240 million 
bushels, requiring a crop of 300 
million, so the cost to the govern- 
ment will-only be for the excess, 
if any, over 300 miilion bushels. 

Extra storage space too, would 
be required only for the excess over 
acrop of 300 million bushels. 

Should there be an excess it 
would of course, add to the size of 
the present surplus, but my own 
belief is that this would bea great 
blessing, for it is far better to have 
an abundance, even a superabun- 
dance of wheat in wartime, than 
torun the risk of a scarcity, for 
no one can foresee the future. We 
once had six years of drought; we 
may have it again. Nobody knows 
how much wheat will be sunk or 
destroyed! ; 

And then there is a higher 
ground. The Allies who of necess- 
ity are imposing a btockade on 
Europe have, I for one believe, a 
moral responsibility to store up 
enough wheat to feed the block- 
aded hungry people as soon as 
peace is made 


Following factors have tended 
to lower price: Wheat acreage in 
India is 300,000 acres greater than 
last year and crop prospects are 
good — Italy’s 1940 corn crop is 
estimated at 20 million bushels 
above 1938 crop (1939 comparison 
not available) — Manchurian 1940 
Soy bean crop estimated at 
approximately 15 million bushels 
larger than in 1939.

Soil Mining 

At the Annual Conference of the 
Manitoba Agronomists an interesting 
and challenging paper was presented 
by M. J. Tinline and H. J. Siemens. 
Its title is “Changes and Readjust- 
ments in Manitoba Cropping Prac- 
tices,” but it has equal significance 
for residents of Saskatchewan and 
Alberta. The following is an abstract 
of the authors’ introductory state- 
ments: 

In view of the present wheat prob- 
lem, this is an opportune time to 
encourage seeding down grasses and 
legumes. 

Manitoba farmers have been grain 
mining their soil too long. Older 
countries have had to maintain a 
high percentage of their land in 
grasses and legumes in order to pro- 
tect their soils.. Manitoba farmers 
must follow this same policy or their 
soils will be ruined. Serious drifting 
over much of the province, sheet 
erosion and gullying of the undula- 
ting lands are only foretastes of more 
severe erosion yet:to come. 

Here endeth the quotation. 

It is an interesting fact that, until 
quite recently, lectures and articles 
on crop rotations were considered to 
be of academic interest only. We be- 
lieved that our prairie province soils 
were so abundantly fertile that they 
would never wear out. Now, we know 


better. 
Vitamin B,

of plant growth. Dr. E. J. Kraus, of 
the University of Chicago, in an ad- 
dress before a joint meeting of the 
American Society of Agronomy and 
the Soil Science Society of America, 
on December 5, stated that most of 
the publicity was “just plain bunk.”

PLANS FOR OAT 
HULL SEPARATOR 


Plans giving instructions for the 
construction of ahome made oat 
hull separator are available from 
Extension Service, Department of 
Agnoulinre, Edmonton. These 
pan- were designed by Mr, Peter 
Wyile, Acting Sheep and Swine 
Promover of the Live Stock Branch 
Departmrnt of Agriculture, through 
the courtesy uf Mr. W. Wyllie of 
Warburg, who is using ove of the 
separators ov his farm. 

The coet of the separator is very 
small and >t may be constructed al- 
most wholly from materiale which 
can be found on nearly every farm. 

The vse of sifted oate for young 
pigs, up until they are three to 
three and one-half months of age is 
recommended by all swine authori- 
ties. Not only de young pigs make 
better gains and grow more rapidly 
on. sifted oate, but they are less 
liable to be affected by digestive 
disorders which are caused by feed- 
ing a ration two high in fibre, Since 
ordinary oat chop contains a great 


deal of fibre, it is highly advisable 
that farmers raising hogs should 
obtain these plans and build the 
little oat chop separator to 1emove 
the hulls from their oat chop before 
feeding it to the young pigs.
